Mauri Gutgsell, scrappy guard, 
who has been a gun on defense 
all season, displayed great scoring 
ability in the recent games against 
Mexico and Central Normal. He 
racked up 22 points! as the Puma 
varsity and reserves took part in 
the slaughter of Mexico, 69-44, 
and he continued his scoring spree 
in the St. Joe-Central Normal 
~ game by pushing- live field goals 
through the hoop before he was 
removed because of a side injury. 

After the Central Normal vic- 
tory Coach Joe Dienhart remarked 
that. Gutgsell was the most im- 
proved player on the squad. 

The St- Joseph Academy Cubs 
will go to Ft. Wayne, Feb. 21-23, 
where they will compete in the 
State Catholic basketball tourna- 
ment. Coach Dick Scharf’s boys 
still have four season gaipes to 
worry about before tourney time. 

Central Catholic of Ft. Wayne 
won the tournament last year an^ 
went on to tajce the National 
Catholic crown at Chicago in late 
March. Two new‘ teams will make 
their appearanc^ at Ft. Wayne 
this year.

To many of us, photography is 
just another hobby, but to the 
Rev. John Baechle, C. PP. S., bi- 
ology instructor, it is a hobby 
not only interesting but even 
profitable. 

Besides taking pictures for 
STUFF, Contact, and Phase’ he 
frequently contributes products of 
his photographic ingenuity to 
numerous other publications. 

In his album of published pho- 
tos he has nearly fifty pictures 
which have appeared in news- 
papers, scientific journals, nature, 
and photography magazines, and 
even in textbooks. The majority 
of his work has naturally been in 
the field of biology. 

He is a frequent contributor to 
the Monthly Journal of the Na- 
tional Association of Biology 
Teachers. One of his most inter- ' 
esting photographic accomplish- 
ments appeared in the Nov. 1940 
issue of this publication — a “photo- 
micrograph” of a section of an em- 
bryonic mouse made without 4he 
use of camera or microscope. This 
was accomplished by placing a 
microscopic slide in an enlarger 
and projecting it onto a piece of 
lantern-slide sensitized glass. This 
slide was then used as a negative. 

! To appear in the same magra- ^ 
zine soon, he has prepared an ar- 
ticle entitled “Giant Chromo- 
somes,” accompanied with illus- 
trations in which he demonstrates 
the splitting of cells with the aid 
of a common electric cord. 

In the science division of the 
Graflex Photo Contest, held last 
fall, one of his photos won sixth 
prize, while another merited hon - 1 
orable mention, and both were ex 
hibited at Radio City. 

“The Microscopic World,” a re- 
cently published text book, and 
the freshman biology textbook 
used here, both contain several 
photomicrographs made by Father 
Baechle.
